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The Abolition of Vestry Cess in Ireland, and for 
other Purposes relating thereto. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to abolish Vestry Cess in Preamble. 
Ireland, and. to make other Provisions in relation 
thereto: Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
5 Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. Erom and after the passing of this Act it shall not be -No Vestry 
lawful for any Vestry called or holden in or for any Parish, to levy Rate 
Union, Chapelry, or Place in Ireland to make or levy any after Com- 
10 compulsory Rate or Assessment for any Purpose whatsoever. ^“ c c ® ment 

2. Erom and after the passing of this Act it shall not he lawful Powers of 
for any Vestry in Ireland to appoint Overseers of deserted 
Children; and all other Powers now exercised by Vestries with deserted 
respect to the Charge, Maintenance, and Education of deserted Children t0 
Children shall wholly cease and determine. 

3. Erom and after the passing of this Act the several Acts in The Acts

4. Prom and after the passing of this Act it shall be lawful for 5 
the Guardians of the Poor of each Union in Ireland, and for the 
Relieving Officers, subject to the Direction of the Guardians, and to 
any Rule which the Commissioners for administering the laws for 
the Relief of the Poor in Ireland may mate in that Behalf, to pro- 
vide Coffins for the Interment of Poor Persons dying within such 10 
Union, although such Persons may not, at the Time of their Death, 
have been in receipt of Relief or dependent for Support on any 
Person receiving such Relief, and to charge the same on the Rates 

of tlie Union. 

5. Every Vestry Clerk, Cess Collector, Beadle, Engine Keeper, 15 
and other Officer of any Parish in the City of Dublin who shall be 
deprived of any Salary, Pees, or Emoluments by the Operation of 
this Act, shall be entitled to have an adequate Compensation, by 
way of a Sum of Money in gross, or Annuity, at the Option of 
and to be assessed by the Town Council of Dublin, regard being 20 
had to the Manner of his Appointment to the said Office, and his 
Term or Interest therein. Length of Service, and all other Circum- 
stances of the Case ; and every Person entitled to such Compen- 
sation shall, within Three Months from the passmg of this Act , 
unless in the meantime an Agreement shall have been .come to 25 
between liiin and the said Town Council as to the Amount of such 
Compensation,- deliver to the Town Clerk a Statement under his 
Hand setting forth how long he shall have held his said Office, and 
the Amount received by bim and his Predecessor in Office every 
Tear during the Period of Vive Years then last past, or such 30 
lesser Perio°d as he shall have held Ms said Office next before 
the passing of fliis Act, on account of Salary, Eees, and 
Emoluments, and containing a Declaration that same is .a true 
Statement, and also setting forth the Sum claimed by him as such 
Compensation; and the said Town Clerk shall lay such Statement 35 
before the Council, who shall take the Same into consideration and 
determine thereon ; and if the Council shall not determine on sueh 
Claim within Six Months after the same shall have been delivered 

to the Town Clerk, such Claim shall he considered as admitted ; 
and if the Council shall so require, the Person preferring such 40 
Claim, upon receiving Notice in Writing signed by the Town Clerk, 
shall attend at any Meeting of the said Counoil or any Committee 
thereof, and shall then and there answer all sueh Questions as shall 
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bo asked by any Member of the said Council or Committee touch- 
ing the said Claim, and shall produce all Vouchers, Books, 
and Papers in his Possession, Custody, or Power relating thereto ; 
and the Collector General of Bates for the City of Dublin shall 
5 from Time to Time pay out of “The ImproTemeut Hate" to every 
such Person the Money or Annuity so agreed upon or awarded as 
Compensation, and shall include the same in his annual Estimate, 
and take credit for the same in his Account. 

6. Prom and after the passing of this Act the several Acts and Bapad 
10 Parts of Acts in the Schedule hereunto contained shall be repealed, Arts ’ 
save so far as may be necessary for supporting or continuing any 
Proceedings had thereunder before the passing of this Act.
